REPORT OF FIRE WARDEN 


During my second year as fire warden there have 
been four forest fires, four dump fires, one grass fire, 
one chimney fire and one car fire. Several checks had to 
be made during the summer months which were due to 
burning without a permit or fires in other towns but 
reported to me. There were other fires but my depart- 
ment was not called. This would not be the case regard- 
ing forest fires since town fire wardens or forest rangers 
are the only ones who have the authority to call out-of- 
town fire departments and still be reimbursed by the 
state. 


The town has chimney cleaning material available 
for any residents who request it. Twenty-three houses 
have been supplied with this material this year and I am 
sure it has saved the town money. 


With money raised last year for new equipment the 
following purchases were made: 150’ of 114” hose; 1 10’ 
suction hose; 1 2” galvanized T; 1 2” shut-off valve; 1 C-B 
fire extinguisher for one truck. 


Much progress was made this year by the fire de- 
partment with donations of labor and money. The fol- 
lowing equipment has been added: 1 C-B base unit for 
the tank truck; 2 walkie-talkies; 2 ladders; 2 first aid kits; 
1 fire extinguisher; new wiring and lights in the build- 
ing; siren; and 1 Burnsamatic torch. The fire building has 
been jacked up and now has new sills and a cement floor. 


The way the fire account was set-up this past year 
has been most satisfactory. The vote to take the neces- 
sary amount for fires and expenses from surplus has 
eliminated special town meetings and overdrafts since 
there is no way of estimating the number of fires or the 
cost of each for the coming year. I would recommend 
this same policy for this next year. An added recommen- 
dation would be that the town purchase at least one fire 
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extinguisher suitable for gas, oil, and electrical fires to 
be installed in the town hall since there are none there 
for any of these purposes. It is my recommendation that 
this purchase should be made and charged to the Town 
Hall Expenses.

ANNUAL REPORT OF 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICES 


IN GREENWOOD IN THE YEAR 1968 


A committee of volunteer helpers is necessary to the 
successful operation of community health program activ- 
ities. The chairman of such a committee has the respon- 
sibility of setting a meeting with her group and the 
public health nurse to decide on activity planning, place, 
date, time transportation needs, selection of attending 
physician, publicity planning, mailing of invitations and 
developing volunteer’s assignments. For instance, in a 
child health conference the public health nurse is respon- 
sible for smooth operation of the conference and gives 
assistance to the volunteer workers as needed, but hope- 
fully the nurse will be free to discuss immunization needs 
and health problems with the individual parents and will 
have the opportunity to review the physician’s recom- 
mendations with the parents following the medical ex- 
amination that proper referrals for care may be initiated 
when so indicated. Presently in Maine statistics show 
that the level of immunization against measles and pol- 
iomyelitis in the pre-school age group is not at the de- 
sired level for eradication of these diseases. Parents must 
be encouraged to follow through on necessary series of 
immunization that our communities may be free of the 
threat of these disabling diseases that can so easily be 
prevented. 


The attendance at the child health conferences was 
more than doubled as compared to the attendance last. 
year and the number of children who received medical 
examinations and immunizations at both the conferences 
and school clinics in 1968 is shown in the following table:

to the*Division of Vocational Rehabilitation.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Greenwood has been 
completed for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1968. 


The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following comments, 
exhibits and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net balances credited to unappropriated sur- 
plus amounted to $4,075.58, per the following summary:

The principal factor contributing to net balances 
lapsed to general fund surplus was a balance of $3,912.81 
in the Overlay account and an unexpended balance in 
excise receipts of $5,566.23. 


ASSETS ... The General fund cash balance of $1,796.93 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Casco Bank 
and Trust Co., Bethel, Maine. 


Accounts Receivable of $5,403.59 consisted of bal- 
ances due from the State of Maine for State Welfare and 
Town Road Improvement expenditures. 


Taxes receivable of $16,814.26 represented the uncol- 
lected balance of the 1968 Tax commitment. 


Tax liens amounted to $648.10 at the year end, and 
included both mature and 1967 Tax liens. 
LIABILITIES ... Notes Payable reflected on the balance 
sheet under Debt Fund amounted to $16,000.00 at the 
year end. 

Accounts Payable amounted to $113.56. 
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SURPLUS . . . Appropriations account balances carried 
forward to the ensuing year amounted to $6,367.68, and 
represented departmental balances carried forward at 
the direction of the Selectmen. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $18,181.64 
at the year end. Various credits and debts to this account 
netted out to a decrease of $4,277.67 as a result of the 
year’s operations.

Dog licenses are due and payable on January 1. On 
all licenses not paid before April 1, 1969 an additional 
charge of $3.00 will be made for collecting in accordance 
with the revised statutes.

We have petitioned the State Highway Commission 
for more Special State Aid money this year. This money 
would be used to continue the reconstruction of the 
Greenwood City to Locke Mills Road.
